Salazar one of the Stewards of the 
Kings houſe who went to mcete hini to 
the bridge of Toledo ſome halte a nule 
without the towne with a great many 
of coaches, his men in liueries ( which 
were of purple cloath , trimmed with 
broad gold]ace) in number xxxij. The 
Gentlemen,that accompanied my Lord 
Embaſlador , attended the rich Sump- 
ters, entered into the towne on Horle- 
backe, but my Lord himſelſe with two 
or three of the chiefeſt otthem,entered, 
together with the Conde of Salazar 1n- 
to the towne in a coach of the Kings, 
brought tor that purpoſe, behind which 
rid his Pages, in number vin, in liueries 
like the others, but richlier lac'd, and 
their clokes lined with veluet, and in

this order they paſſed along to the 


houſe prouided for his Excellencie, 
which was a faire one, and yery richly 
turniſhed , where being arrived , that 
ſame night the Duke of Lerma ſent to 
ewe him the complement of his wel- 


come, as did likewiſe the Embaſſadors 


ot France, Venice, and Florence, who the 
next day went to viſit him, and after 
them the chiefe Secretary of eſtate; 
named Don Tuan de Cirica. 

On Tewlſday , the tenth of Tanuarie, 
came to viſit him the Duke of Lerma, 
the Duke of Infantado, the Duke of /ze- 
da ( eIdeſt ſonne of the Duke of Lerma) 
the Duke of Pernaranda , the Conde of 
Saidamna ( ſecond ſonne of the Duke of 
Lerma , married with the daughter and 
heire of the Duke of Ifanrado)the Mar- 
quis of Pomar, Captaine of the Spaniſh 
Guarde,the Marquis of Falſes, Captaine 
of the Guard of Archers, the Marquis 
_ of Stete Yoleſias ( 1n Englith the ſeuen 
Churches)Captaine of the Dutch guard, 
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' and many other Knights of Orders, 
thatcame to accompany the Dukes of 
Lerma , and Infantado. After all theſe 
Lords the Conde of Salinas ( whois go- 
ing. Vice-Roy into Portugall ) came to 
viſit his excellencie. 

On Thurſday , the twelfth of Ianua- 
rie, his Excellencie went to the Court, 
accompanied by many Lords of grear 
quality ; his Gentlemen rid on gennets 
of the Kings, apparelled all richly in 
collours,which madeavery faire ſhow: 
but aboue all my Lord Embaſlador 
himſelfe appeared very braueiy , and 
was commended of ail for his attire, be- 
_ Inginacape-cloke garniſhed with rich 
Diamond buttons, andin a veluet cap 
with arich hatband of Diamonds,with 
many other Iewells, which made him 
appeare a very perfe&t Spaniſh-Cour- 
tier; which made the people to won- 
der, and to give him the commendati- 
ons aboue any other Embaſſador that 
hath come herctofore into Spaine. The

Marquis of Miranel,one of the foure Ste- 
wards of the Kings houſe , had the 
charge of conducting of him to the 
Court, where being arrived, his Maie- 
ſtie gaue him audience in his bed-cham- 
ber,reſting himſclfe againſt a cupbord. 
Being departed from the King,he went 
to the Prince, who recetued him inthe 
ſame manner, and from thence to the 
Princeſle,whom he found ynder a Can- 
nopy of eſtate , to whom after hee had 
done reuerence, and ſaluted the Ladies, 
he returned home to his owne houſe, 
accompanied in the ſame manner as he 
came. 

On Friday, the day following , came 
to viſit himthe Duke of Yzeda, and the 
Conde of Altamira, one of the Stewards 
of the Kings houſe, and a Grande of 
Spaine, and with them the Duke of Sea 
(eldeſt ſonne of the Duke of Yeda)the 
Marquis of Pennafiel.(eldeſt ſonne ofthe 


Duke of Ofſuna) the Marquis of S* Ger- 


maine, now of lnoxoſa , late Gouernour 
f- : of 
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of Millan, aſonneof the Conde of Ml- 
tamira, and many other Knights of Or- 
ders, accompanying the Duke of Yze- 
da, and the Conde of Altamira. 

That ſame day his Excellency went 
to the Court,to haue ſecret audience of 
the Duke of Lerma , who came Gut to 
mecte him ypon the ſtaires, and at his 
comming away, came downe with him 
into the Court-yard,a thing rarely vſcd 
by him. 

The next day after the Conde of Le- 
mos (late Vice-Roy of Naples ) came to 
vilithim.
